Selfishness Exhibited by Tenants of 
First Stories, 


“METERS WOULD PREVENT WASTE. 


The North Side has a water famine. It is 
- gonfined to the upper stories of buildings. It 
covers the area from the lake to the river and 
from North avenue up into Lake View. City 
Engineer Clarke says there is no relief except 
py an economical use of water by those on the 
ground floor, for the pumping machinery is 
being worked to its fullest capacity. 

The situation is a grave one in case the 
present hot weather should continue. It 
means great expense, suffering among the 
poorer class, and possibly a pestilence. There 
js not a drop of water in the pipes above the 

- first floors for any purpose. Water has to be 
carried up. 

In some instances the innate hoggishness 
of the ground floor tenant has induced 
him to refuse to allow the upper ten- 
ants to have water except by purchase. 
The poorer neighborhoods will be the first to 
suffer severely. Water has to be carried to 
‘flush the house drains as well as for lavatory, 
culinary, and drinking purposes. That's the 


condition now. The longer hot weather lasts 


- tne greater will be the hardships on the poor, 
for the selfishness of neighbors will become 
more pronounced. 

A reporter for Tue Trrsune visited the 
waterless .district yesterday. Complaints 
were universal on the part pf second-story 
résidents. The third and fourth story tenants 
in flats have been out of water for several 
days. 

Louis Wickersaen. who owrs the two three- 
story flat buildings at Webster avenue and 
Larrabee street, said: Such a scarcity of 
water has not happened for ten years except 
fora little while last winter. We pay big 
enough water taxes to be entitled to a reason- 
ably good service. One of my tenants is hav- 
ing me put a pump in from the basement up 
to her suite on the second floor. She 
docs not believe the matter will be 
remedied for weeks. Iam told that politics 
is back of it all; that the money 
necessary to run additional enzines is being 
saved for campaign purposes. If the people 
are to be deprived of water for any length of 
time, there will be a fearful amount of suffer- 
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At J. F. Alles & Bro., plumbers, No, 233 
Lincom avenue, it was said: There is no 

water on the second floors in this neighbor- 
hood. People are growling and kicking, to 
no effect. Some nights, betwegn 10 and 4 in 

the morning, tnere is a little water to be had 


dn second floors. Then the ‘people tumble 


out of bed and fill their bath tubs, buckets, 
and pitchers for the next day’s use, but for the 
last two nights it has quit dribbling, and they 
have to carry it up from the ground floor.“ 
At No. 720 Sedgwick street there was a siight 


flow on the second floor, except during the 


hours of early evening, when the gardens of 
the poor, the lawns of the rich, and the hot 
streets are being drenched by hose; then the 
supply is entirely cat off from second floors. 

At No. 733 Sedgwick there is little water on 
the second and none on the third floors. 

In the neighborhood of Halsted street and 
Fullerton avenue the faucets on second floors 

are all dry. 

In Barlow's drug store, Halsted street and 
Lincoln avenue, it was said: We hear lots 
of kicking every day about the water famine. 
Yuu see people can’t bathe, women folks can- 

~~ pot do the washing, the tongues of children 
are hanging out and pleading fora drink. 

. Everybody is howling, but the situation is 
getting worse. An immense amount of water 
is used by hose sprinklers, but perhaps not 
enough to cut much figure in the quantity 
necessary for second floor uses.“ 

The mineral water wagons are busy whirl- 

ing through this district day and night trying 
to catch up with their orders. 

An enferprising citizen who lives on Dun- 
ning street, near Lincoln avenue, 1s doing a 
good business selling Jake water. He drives 

“through the streets calling out, Pure lake 
water, only fifty cents a barrel.“ 

An infuriated North-Sider telephoned yes- 
terday to the pumping works on Chicago ave- 
nue and angrily demanded to know when he 
Was going to get water. 

The engineer gayly replied: “Hold on, my 
friend. There’s no water in the flat where I 
live. My children’s tongues are rattling 
against their teeth. I am domg the best I 
can—pump here all day and carry water to 
my flat all night.“

He lets his faucets run wide open to keep the 
house cool. When evening comes he places 
the lawn hose on duty with one of those 
“thing-a-ma-jigs”’ that whirl round and 
keep it in active operation. Then he goes to 
his little chapel and prays for rain. The 
Meighbors.say, however, he never takes an 
Umbrella or rubber coat with him. 
The West Side is also beginning in some 
parts to suffer from lack of water above the 
first floors.

MORE WATER THAN EVER BEFORE, 


One Hundred and Fifty Million Gallons a 

Day Supplied—Tunnel Capacity Reached. 

Ap expert of the pumping department said: 

The greatest amount of water in the his- 
tory of the city is being pumped now. We 
started two more engines three weeks ago at 
the 14th street station. We are straining every 
nerve to meetthedemand. Day before yester- 
day we pumped atthe Chicago avenue station 
from 9 a, m. to 12 m. at the rate of 86,000,000 
gallons a day. We did not keep that up 
through the entire day. It was impossible. 
The total pumpage that day was 71,000,000 
galions. The rated capacity of these engines 
at cost was 86,000,000 galions daily. 

Our mains are now open 2% Lake View. 
The Lake View engines are pumping to 
the capacity of the shore inlet and will so 
continue until the tunnel is open. 
The fact of the old city mains being connect- 
ed with Lake View maing, with the engines of 
Lake View working light, of course diverts 
water to Lake View somewhat at the expense 
of North Chicago. 

We have now standing idle an engine at Chi- 
cago avenue station with a capacity of 12,000,- 
000 gallons daily; another at Harrison street 
station of 15,000,000 capacity, and still another 
at Fourteenth street station with a capacity of 
15,000,000, But we are now pumping to the 
capacity of the tunnels. If we should pull 
our wells down any lower we would pull it 
below the suction. That, of course, would be 
ruinous.”’ 

“Can any relief be given to these North 
Side people!“ 

The Lake View tannel will doubtless be 
completed by Aug. 15. That would suprly 
Lake View and relieve the North Side. If the 
12,000, 000-gallon engine should be started now 
it would only raise the water from four to 
five feet in the houses. : 

Have any steps been taken recently to in- 
crease the water supply?“ 

“Yes. Water is now being pumped from 
the shore tunnel, though in a comparatively 
small quantity. What is to be done when the 
whole city is kicking oh the quality as well as 
quantity of the water? The quantity beiag 
pumped from this seven-foot shore tunnel is 
but 5 per cent of the total amount pumped. 
Of the entire opening of seven feet but fifteen 
inches is utilized. The four-mile zunnel will 
be finished in October, possibly in September. 
We will then be able to run all the engines in 
the old city limits to their full capacity. 

“Can no immediate relief be given the 
North Side famine victims!“ 

I know of no way except by arousing a 
sentiment of unselfishness among the people. 
Let every one be economical in the use of 
water and there will be plenty forall. We 
are pumping now to the capacity of the tun- 
nels. We can do no more.” 

City Engineer Clarke said: We have now 
three engines with a capacity of 15,000,000 
gallons a day aig one engine of 12,000,000 
gallons capavity that are not in use. The 
pumping capacity is greater than the capacity 
of the tunnels. On this account they are idle. 
In the old city limits we are pumping 150,000,- 
000 gallons. Including Lake View and Hyde 
Park we are pumping 204,000,000 gallons 
daily.“ 

Can you give immediate relief to the 
waterless district?“ — 

„Tbe relief will not be immediate except it 

comes through an economical use of water. 
The four-mile tunnel will be completed by 
‘Oct. 1. That will give us 130,000,000 gallons 
more daily. 
the engines in the old city limits to their full 
capacity. The trouble is the water is wasted 
in sprinkling lawns. If we had double the 
amount there would not be enough. If econ- 
omy were practiced we have now a tolerable 
supply for every one. Ispoke to the Com- 
missioner of Public Works today about 
this. Steps should be taken to induce 
the people to make moderate use of 
the water and leave some tor their 
neighbors, especially during this extremely 
hot weather. The Lake View tunnel will be 
completed by Aug. 15.

REMEDY FOR WATER FAMINE, 


Meters the Only Practical Means of Pre- 
venting Wanton Waste. 

Complaint is made by nany second-floor 
flat residents in the northwestern part of the 
city that no water reaches them from sunrise 
till long after sunset. The water flows 
through their pipes well enough from about 
midnight till early morning and then stops. 
They are obliged to fill bath-tubs and buckets 
during that interval or have no water in the 
twenty-four hours. And the grievance’ is all 
the greater as they know they are being 
robbed by the people gesiding below them. 
The latter have all the water they want, and 
take a great deal more. Many of the latter 
leave their faucets open for hours in succes- 
sion, letting the precious fluid run to waste 
near neighbors are suffering for 
of it. The garden hose are 
kept busy in dozens of places 
through the day in utter disre- 
gard of the supposed regulation limiting the 
time of such use, There is reckless extrava- 
gance on the street level and for a few feet 
above it, and this at the cost of deprivation to 
thousands who pay for water which they do 
not get. And the statement of these con- 
ditions in the locality named would equally 
weil fit other large areas in the city. It is the 
rule, instead of being the exception, The 
police officers take, no notice of the wanton 
waste and reckless disregard of the ordinances 
intended to prevent it. Ofcourse it is too 
much to expect that the Sanitary Inspectors 
will pay any attention to it. They prove by 
their actior, or rather inaction, that the only 
thing they can be depended on to do is to 
draw their pay, and that they perform with 
commendable regularity. 

The only cure for the evil is a general intro- 
duction of the water meter. Those responsible 
for the use of water in and around residences 
and stores, as well 4s factories, ought to be 
madeto pay for the quantity taken in the same 
way that they are obliged to pay for gas. No 
consumption should be allowed except 
through the meter, and then the waste would 


soon be stopped.

KNEW THE SEWER WAS FULL OF GAS. 


—_———— 


Small Explosions Had Before Occurred in 
the St. Louis Main. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., July 27 [Special. The 
explosion in the sewer wrecked property for 
a mile in length. The list of the dead in- 
cludes these five persons: 

FUCHS, CARL, liquor store proprietor. 

KREIBOHM, CLEMENS, a liquor dealer who 
was engulfed in the sewer while crossing the 
street. 


MILLER, CHARLES, bartender. 
MUCKLEY, JACOB, tobacco wrapper, killed 


in Fuch’s saloon. 
TEMPS, MRS. JOHN, tenant over Fuch’s store. 


Of these only the bodies of Fuchs, Miller, 
and Mrs. Temps have been recovered. Search is 
still being made for the others. That more 
were vot killed is remarkable, considering the 
thickly populated portion of the city through 
which the sewer passed. 

A train on the Iron Mountain road had a 
remarkable escape. The train was five min- 
utes overdue, and to that fact is owing the 
escape of several hundred passengers. At the 
exact moment the train was due to pass a 
point below Fourth street the biggest section 
of the sewer blew out, making a gap 1,000 feet 
long by 30 to 40 feet wide, filled with 
20 feet of water. A curious effect of the ex- 
plosion was the noxious gas which poured 
from the opening. It delayed the work of re- 
covering bodies until nearly daylight, as the 
rescuers could not approach within a half- 
block. Many firemen and several reporters 
were overcome by the gas. The aggregate 
losses will exceed $200,000, ; 

The theory of the explosionis that gasoline 
and na htha from the burned Waters-Pierce 
Oil works had accumulated in the sewer, the 

mouth of which was blocked by the high river, 
and that the gas from these caused the disas- 
ter. The Waters-Pierce people deny this, and 
in proof of their assertion that sewer gas 
caused the wreck say that the recent fire in 
their plant was caused by a similar though 
smaller explosion. 

The street department knew of the danger- 
ous character of. the sewer, as for several 
weeks none of its employés were permitted to 
enter it for investigation or cleaning purposes, 
one or two smaller explosions having previ- 
ously occurred. In view of this fact it is cer- 
tain that some heavy damage suits will be 
brought against the city by the heirs of the 


dead.

RELIEF ON THE WAY. 


WEATHER BUREAU PROMISES A 
LOWER TEMPERATURE SOON, 


Drops of Ten to Twenty Degrees Assured— 
Cool Breezes Moving from the North- 
west to the East, and Chicago Is in Their 
Path—There Were Thirty-three Deaths 
Yesterday and Sixty-six Were Over- 
come by the Heat—Many Horses Die iu 
the Fervid Atmosphere. 


Within the next day or two Chicago will 
have returned to its normal atinospheric con- 
dition, whén the thermometer will have to 
struggle to register 80° in me warmest period 
of the day, and when at night it will lhnger 
between 65° and 70°. 

Such are the prognostications of the United 
States Weather Bureau, and every citizen of 
the country is at liberty to believe it if he 

chooses. The Weather Bureau has been known 

to prognosticate correctly in the past, and 
there is a chance at least that it has done 80 
this time. 

This aelightful change may come, says the 
Weather Bureau, within the next twelve hours, 
and then again it may be delayed for several 
days, but the indications are that sooner or 
later it will be here. : 

The Dead. 

There were thirty-three deaths from the 
heat yesterday, by far the largest number for 
any one day during the heated term. There 
were sixty-six prostrations, two fewer than for 
Tuesday. The deaths and prostrations yester- 
day were as follows: 

ARMSTROW, J., Occidental Hotel, Market and 
Kinzie streets, died in his room after four hours 
of illness caused by excessive heat. 

BENSOF, OLIVER, No. 5703 Princeton avenue, 
died at 3 p. m. The body was removed to No. 5206 
Wentworth avenue by the Town of Lake police. 

BRAUTIGAN, FREDERICK, No. 249 South 
May street, cabinetmaker, 63 years old, died 
from sungtroke. 

CAFFEY, FLORENCE. 3 months old; No. 365

Mr. Hopkins Closes for the Fair. 

Mr. Hopkins of Illinois closed the discus- 
sion for the Fair in a vigorous speech in 
which he called attention to the fact thas the 
opposition speakers expressed good wishes for 
it, yet attempted to “‘ assassinate the nation- 
ality of the Fair by insisting that it is a Chi- 
cago affair.“ The House itself had recognized 
its national character by the passage of the 
original act and by various resolutions more 
recently enacted. The members who ex 
press hoe of success are refusing to 
vote the money that. the Na- 
tional Commission declares tu be necessary to 
secure success. Congress has cut down the 
revenues one-seventh, if not one-third, by re- 
quiring the Exposition to be closed Sundays, 
yet hesitates to appropriate the money re- 
quired to make it what it should be.

Commission; the transportation of silver 


lights; and water for public buildings; 
for the suppression of cdaunterfeiting;

the prevention of epidemics; for protection of 
timber lands; for the — survey; for 
maintenance of the goverument hospital for 
the insane, and of the arsenals and military 
posts; for supplying artificial limbs and ap 
pliauces for soldiers; for maintenance of the 
national polls; for disabled soldjers and sail- 
ors: for bounty aud back pay for soldiers;

Authority to use money for these objects 
will expire next Saturday by limitation, under 
a joint resolution recently passed by Con- 
gress, and no more money will be available 
until that resolution is reéuacted or the Sun- 
dry bill is passed.

FAIR DIRECTORS ARE DELIGHTED, 
What They Say About the $5,000,000 Gov- 
ernment Appropriation, 

Undisguised joy filled the breast of every 
World Fair Director yesterday when he heard 
that the House had concurred in the Senate 
amendment and passed the $5,000,000 appro 
priation bill. The announcement sent a thrill 
of new life through every department of the 
Exposition. Directors and employés alike, 
who have been anxiously awaiting the result, 
were deeply gratified. Their pleasure was in- 
tense, and their talk and actions showed it. 
They felt that now the World's Fair will be 
the biggest thing on earth. The codperation 
of the government made it beyond question a 
national enterprise, and gave it such dignity 
that there could be no jay ab any insinuations 
that it was a Chicago ör local enterprise. If 
the directors were not sedate business-men 
they would have probably thrown up their 
— for joy, for they felt like doing it, so they 
said. 

The Sunday closing amendment is regretted 
but the appropriation will be accepted with 
pleasure, and the hope is entertained that the 
next Congress, when thoroughly informed of 
the plans of the directors and the popular 
wish, will reconsider the Sunday closing 
clause and remove it from the bilk 

The money is needed. By next October the 
last cent in the Treasury will have been ex- 
pended ana the $5,000,000 from Congress 
comes none too soon. Careful estimates show 
that from $1,500,000 to $38,000,000 over and 
above the amount of Congressional aid will 
be needed before the gates are opened, but 
raising that is now an easy task. In view of 
these considerations every body at Washing- 
ton was praised yesterday by the directors. 
Congressman Durborow, Director-General 
Davis, John P. Altgeld, and other work- 
ers were declared to have done their whole 
duty. To Director Lyman J. Gage was 
given the credit for the stand taken by the di- 
rectors in asking for an appropriation instead 
of a loan. Last April when a special commit- 
tee went to Washington to ask for aid it got 
discouraged at the outlook and told Congress- 
men that the Fair people would be satisfied 
withaloan. Mr. Gage, Directors Peck, Hig- 
inbotham, and others declared the committee 
had made a great mistake and, as soon as it 
returned to Chicago, another committee with 
Mr. Gage at its head went to Washington and 
undid the work of the first committee. A firm 
stand was taken for an appropriation or noth- 
ing. This idea won e afternoon when 
the vote was taken on the bill. After the first 
burst of gratification over the good news the 
directors began talking. 

Mr. Gage Feels Like Shouting. 

I feel like shouting,” said Director Gage, 
but I suppose that is unnecessary. It has 
been a big day for the Exposition, and has 
accomplished tnore than might appear on the 
first consideration. lam glad for three rea- 
sons. First, it relieves us from all financial 
anxiety at a time when we must be thinking 
about developing the work of the Exposition 
rather than how to raise money. To secure 
$5,000,000 over and above the $10,000,000 al- 
ready raised in Chicago would mean a big 
effort. It could, doubtless, be done, but our 
thoughts would be continually engaged in de- 
vising ways and means to accomplish this. A 
state of anxiety would be created, and plans 
would necessarily be hampered because of 
inability to ascertain how much money we 
would have to expend. Besides $5,000,000 is 
not enough, it will require at least $1,500,000 
more. Any one can see this would not have 
been a small task. 

**Second—The participation of the govern- 
ment to the extent of $5,000,000 shows the 
Exposition is not a private enterprise. The 
government is now a partner in it, as well as 
being its foster-father. Further, every citizen 
of the United States is a partner, every one 
can now say, ‘It is our Fair; it belongs to 
the nation, to everybody, and not to Chicago 
or the 28,000 stockholders of the city.’ We, 
as directurs, are in the attitude we desire to 
be, merely the material agents in perfecting a 
work inaugurated by the government. Our 
glory, will arise from the honor conferred by 
being chosen to do the work. 

“ Third—Every nation which has accepted 
an invitation to participate will feel satisfied 
that the enterprise is national and interna- 
tional. The government is committed to its 
success. The action of Congress will also 
satisfy every intending foreign exhibiter that 
he is to deal with the United States. In our 
own land and in foreign countries the dignity 
of the Exposition has been established. It is 
now on a base of solidity and popularity 
which commands respect and induces enthu- 
siasm. It was a big enterprise before Con- 
gress acted. It is one hundred fold bigger now. 

Too much praise cannot be given to Mr. 
Durborow, Director-General Davis, and others 
who have worked so effectively at Washing- 
ton. Mr. Aitgeld was not there very long, 
but I feel satisfied that he did much g 
Frank Lawler, too, has been very indus- 
trious.

Director Bryan’s View. 

It is extremely gratifying yet not surpris- 
ing, said Director Bryan. My abiding 
faith in the ultimste triumph of the Exposi- 
tion, under all obstacles and sectional jealous- 
ies, would have been shocked had the House 
persisted in non-concurring. It is a favorable 
issue to the wisdom of employing expert and 
adroit politicians to do effective work among 
politicians. The directory is certainly under 
great obligations to the gentlemen 
who yielded to our earnest solicita- 
tions and rescued the bill from the defeat 
that seemed imminent. There can be no 
question that even had Congress voted finally 
against us the elastic, bouyant spirit of Chi- 
cago would have triumphed despite adverse 
action.

Divest the Fair of that 
national support and the government’s full 
identification with it and the prejudicial effect 
abroad would be difficult to estimate.“

FRENCH ART EXHIBIT, 


M. Barthelemy Comes to Arrange for It at 
the Fair. 

Assurance that France will make a splendid 
fine art exhibit at the Fair was confirmed yes- 
terday by M. Barthelemy,who arrived in Chi- 
cago directly from Paris. He comes here as 
Special Commissioner representing the Min- 
istry of Fine Arts for France, and before leav- 
ing he will tix up all the details of the French 
art exhibit. | 

France,“ he said. will make ashowing as 
good as it is possible with the hmited space 
at our disposition. It will excel anything we 
have ever done before. Of course there will 
not be so many. pictures, because we haven’t 
room for them, but what we bring will be as 
fine as those shown at our own Exposition in 
1889. There, however, we occupied as much 
space for French art alone as is afforded by 
the entire Art Palace here. Now, as we can 
only have a section, we shall be limited to our 
best pictures.”’ . 

„Will you bring any of the paintings in the 
galleries? 

No, that would be impossible. We could 
only secure a few of them even in Paris. An 
outcry was raised against moving the num- 
ber we did, but tnere it was only a short dis- 
tance. Consent could not be secured for 
bringing any of those pictures across the 
ocean. Outside of that feature our exhibit 
will excel perhaps what we showed in Paris. 

The French Government intends to make 
the fine arts section very complete. Four 
hundred and forty-five thousand francs have 
been appropriated to conduct it, and we are 
in receipt of a large number of applications 
from artists. They not only intend to send 
exhibits here, but are coming themselves to 
visit the great Exposition. Our section will 
include painting, sculpture, architecture, 
drawings, and engravings of every descrip- 
tion. ‘There will be also samples of the work 
done by our students in our schools. 

A complete exhibition of national manu- 
factures will be given and a small but in- 
teresting exhibit of decorations, ete. The 
Ministry of Fine Arts, I may add, is kept well 
informed of everything concerning the 
Chicago Exposition. 

M. Barthelemy will remain in Chicago 
several weeks completing details of the ex- 
hibit. Today he will visit Jackson Park, and 
examine the space set apart for France in the 
Fine Arts Building. The French have get about 
making their exhibit nm a more thorough 
manner than any other foreign nation. A few 
weeks ago they sent an architect and a land- 
scape gardener to view the site of the French 
Building before any plans were drawn, some- 
thing no other country has done. Next they 
have sent an artist to see how the art exhibit 
can be arranged to the best advantage in 
space allotted. 


“ALGERIAN VILLAGE MATERIALS. 


Collector Clark Instructed to Treat Them 
as Other Exhipits. 

Wasuineton, D. C., July 27.—[Special. |— 
Collector Clark at Chicago has been instruct- 
ed by the Treasury Department that materials 
fur an Algerian and Tunisian village at the 
Exposition constitute an exhibit, and are sub- 
ject to the same restrictions as other articles 
imported for exhibition. This commun 
cation resulted from an inquiry 
made of Director-General Davis by 
Mr. A. Sifico in relation to certain 
building materials, furniture and decorations 
for use on and in the building which he pro- 


poses to erect on the Midway plaisance. ‘ 


These articles according to the writer consist 


of ornamental tiles for exterior and interior 


walls, embroideréd stuffs, carpets, and hangs- 
ings, lanterns of carved aud hammered metal. 
trophies of arms, carved and sculptured wood 
for awnings and other decorative construc- 
tions; pottery, including all sorts of jars, 
plaques, and vases: woven goods for tents, 
mirrors, and pictures and carved 
frames for furniture, including showcases, 
étagéres, benches, chairs, table furniture, in- 
struments of music, costumes, and other ar- 
ticles proper and necessary to the complete 
presentation of Algerian and Tunisian build- 


ings. 

If the village is to be thrown open to the 
public without charge, says Assistant Secre- 
tary Crounse of the Treasury Department, 
“articles imported for its construction and 
decoration would be entitled to the same priv- 
ileges as other articles imported for exhibition 
and should be governed by the regulations of 
Nov. 5, 1891.“

Market and Had Grown to Be a Crank i

Bros., had made and lost money, had become 
crazed by his losses, and, apparently holdi 
his brokers respensible for the money he back 
sunk, wreaked vengeance on the man who 
had kept his accounts and whom he supposed 
had profited by his financial downfall, 

Mr. Hallowell said: 
coming to the office a little over two years 
ago and opened an account by dealing in 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé stock. buying 
on a margin. He usually put up from 15 
20 per cent of the value of the stock and a few 
months he was ahead to the extent of at least 
$15,000 or $20,000. When that stock began to 
drop Kennedy held on, despite the fact that 
Mr. Charles Page not only advised him not to 
do so, but went further and expressed a desire 
to close his account. 

When Kennedy Lost His Money. 

About a year ago Kennedy lost all he had, 
and his account with us was closed about 
eleven months ago. He, like many other former 
customers, dropped in every day, however, to 
consult the stock list as shown by the 
‘ticker’ reports, and his manner was 80 
peculiar as to lead us to believe that he wasa 
crank. Allthe time he was dealing with the 
house Mr. Page, who kept his accounts, had 
the greatest difficulty to make him under- 
stand his standing with the firm. 

J reached the office at 9 o’clock this morn- 
ing, and Mr. Page came in about forty-five 
minutes later. About a quarter past II I went 
up stairs and as I mounted the stairs, I noticed 
Kennedy enter the front door. He walked 
into the front office and approached the ticker 
without speaking to Mr. Page, who was sit- 
ting at his desk in the same department smok- 
ing his pipe. Less than five minutes after I 
heard two pistol shots in rapid succession and 
ran down-staire. I found the bodies of the 
two men on the floor, and life was extinct in 
eagh form. Kennedy lay with his brains all 
over the floor, and a brand new revolvera 
couple of inches from his left hand. On the 
2 in the middle of the floor Mr. Page’s 
pipe lay smoldering. Kennedy had shot him 
in the back. 

“Mr. Page, recollecting that I was up-stairs, 
staggered through the rear office, but could 
go no fartner than the hallway, where he fell. 
Kennedy meanwhile put the revolver muzzle 
to his right temple and fired, killing himself 
outright.”’ 

Careers of the Two Men.

age. The firm had been in business about ten 
years. Page was one of six sons of Col. Jo 
seph F. Pag@ a well-known citizen who 
amassed a fortune in the real estate business, 

Kennedy came to this city five years ago 
from New Orleans, where he was engaged for 
many years in the wholesale and retail dry 
2 business, in which he was supposed to 

ave amassed a fortune. He appeared to 
have no friends, received but few letters, never 
went out in the evening, and retired at be- 
tween 8 and 9 o’clock, arising early and going 
down-town with clerk-like regularity between 


halt-past 9 and 10 o’clock each morning. Ken- 


nedy’s advent to New Orleans was made just 
after Gen. Butler took possession of the city. 
He went into the dry goods business as an 
employé, but subsequehtly became connected 
with Nelson Mestea, No. 98 Canal street. 
Several letters were found from McStea, in 
which mention was made of checks inclosed 
as dividends on stocks, in amounts ranging 
from $700 to $1,000 and upwards. 

A peculiarity of Kennedy’s was that he nev- 
er paid any accounts by check. Stock trans- 
actions from $1,000 to $10,000 were paid for in 
cash. A number of brokers’ statements were 


found in his trunk, every one of which showed ~ 


a profit for Kennedy. About a year ago he 
appeared to fret a great deal and told Miss 
Austin, his lardlady, that he had sustained 
heavy losses in stocks. He is supposed to 
have a brother in Canada. ,

THE WORLD'S FAIR APPROPRIATION 
SECURED. 
The House has voted to concur in the Senate 


amendment to the Sundry Civil bill provid- 
ing for an appropriation of $5,000,000 for the 
Worla’s Fair by 117 yeas to 105 nays. It had 
previously voted to non-concur in the amend- 
ments increasing the appropriation for the 
government’s exhibit from $816,000 to 8500 
000; the appropriation for the World’s Colum- 
bian Commission from $9500 to $320,000; 
the appropriation for the Board of Lady 
Managers from $36,000 to $138,000; and the 
item giving the Director-General $10,000 for 
contingent expenses and providing for two 
meetings of the National Commission. By 
this action these items of the amendment 
will have to go into conference again. 

‘The House first took a yea and nay vote 
upon the insulting motion of one of the 
Southern Brigadiers, Bankhead, to strike out 
the word “million,” thus leaving the appro- 
priation $5, and the msult and insulter were 
sat down on by 141 nays to 77 yeas. The 
motion to concur was then carried by 117 
yeas to 105 nays, and the long and bitter 
struggle was over. It is evident from the 
final figures that of the 105 hostile to the ap- 
propriation there were twenty-eight who would 
not put themselves on record for Bankshead 
or Hogshead amendment, and only in the way 
of manly opposition. 

For this appropriation Chicago is grateful. 
It will enable her Board of Directors to con- 
tinue the great work of construction upon the 
enlarged scale which has been rendered nec- 
essary by the plans of the National Commié- 
sion and by the extraordinary pressure for 
space which has been made not only by Amer- 
ican but also by foreign exhibiters. But 
even more important than this, the action of 
the House will correct an unfavorable im- 
pression which was in danger of doing incal- 
culable injury to the Fair. Both Houses of 
Congress having voted for the five million ap- 


propriation the action of Congress 
is a dom plete Federal indorsement 
in substantial aid of the World's 


Columbian Exhibition as the government’s 
own work. It will arouse not oniy an added 
enthusiasm at home, bat it will convince for- 
eign powers that this is a great national and 
not in any sense a local Fair, and that the 
President’s invitation to them meant what it 
said—an invitation to a United States Exposi- 
tion. 

It has been a long and a hard fight to over- 
come blind, unreasoning Democratic hostility 
to the great national enterprise, but it is now 
over and nothing stands in the way of com- 
plete and triumphant success. This fight 
against the Fair has been made by a two- 
thirds majority of the Democrats in Congress. 
The Bourbon South voted nearly solid against 
it. And Tammany used its knife and toma- 
hawk to kill it. 

The speeches made by Democratic mem- 
bers Tugsday were not only hostile but they 
were unpatriotic. These men were willing 
even to defeat the entire Sundry Civil bill and 
leave the government without money for 
many of its running expenses rather than con- 
cur in the national Fair appropriation. Their 
action shows that in the future it may safely 
be predicted any enterprise looking to the in- 
terests of the Nation instead of to that of the 
sectional South or the Tammany thieves will 
be antagonized by them. 

The Democratic party has no other wish than 
that the Fair shall be regarded as a national 
undertaking. ‘l'wo-thirds of the Democratic 
members of Congress have cut a sorry figure 
in this whole business and can claim no credit 
in the success of the Fair, siuce they certainly 
have shown no feeling except malice towards 
it.

THE ALLEGED “MONOPOLY”? OF STEEL 
MANUFACTURERS, 

Democratic papers speak of the Carnegie 
monopoly.“ They say that what has hap- 
pened at Homestead has been the natural out- 
come of the “steel monopoty.’? Numerous 
Democratic small-potato orators are also tell- 
ing the workingmen that thay must vote for 
Cleveland because he is the enemy of mon- 
opolies“ like that at Homesteail, and will 
knock the monopolists in the head with his 
free trade club if given a chance. 

The probabilities are that these brawlers do 
do know what a monopoly is. They seem to 
have an idea that whoever makes more money 
than the average must have some special 
monopoly advantage which enables him to do 
so, In their eyes Mr. Armour is a monopo- 
list, though the packing business is open to 
every man with some capital. 

There are monopolies in this cquntry. The 


corporation which has an exclusive right to 


operate a cable railway in a certain street or 
to lay down gas mains there has a monopoly 
in that street. The owner of a patent has a 
practical monopoly of the article made under 
that patent during the life of the patent. The 
sewing-machine manufacturers had a patent 
monopoly for years. The Bell: Telephone 
company has one now, but it will soon ex- 
pire. During its lifetime no one has been 
able to use a telephone without its consent. 

No such monopoly exists as regards the 
manufacture of steel. Any man ¢an go into 
it as freely as into the business of keeping a 
grocery store. It is a mere matter of money 
and ability. There are numerous) steel mills 
in Pennsylvania besides those owned by Car- 
negie and Frick. There are four large ones 
in and near Chicago. Steel mills are found at 
Detroit, Cleveland, Birmingham (Ala.), and 
elsewhere uncontrolled by Carnegie. 

What do people mean then by talking of 
the steel monopoly”? There was a time 
years ago when certain iron establishments 
had an advantage which approached closely 
to a monopoly. *Some shrewd Americans, 
Mr. Carnegie bemg among them, bought the 
right to use the Bessemer patents in this 
country. They were far-sighted enough to 
see that the reduction of the cost of making 
steel by the Bessemner processes was so great 
that it would stimulate enormously the de- 
mand for that metal and that iron would be 
displaced by it for railroad tracks. While 
those patents lasted they made grent sums of 
money as did the English patentee. When 
the patents expired the special profits ceased 
by reason of free domestic competition. 

The processes described in those patents are 
now the property of the world. Any man or 
company of men who please can build a steel 
mill and use them. That bemg the case, 
where is the monopoly at Homestead over 
which the Democratic Gemagogues are howl- 
ing? Before discussing this matter further 
the Democratic leaders should find out from 
their dictionaries what a monopoly ~~ 
They will find no definition of the word which 
will cover the business of steel-making, which 
is as open to every man who cares to engage 
in it as that of printing a newspaper.

THE NEW COMMERCE DESTROYER. 
The swiftest and most formidable vessel in 
the United States navy, if not in any other 
navy all things considered, ranked as cruiser 
No. 12, familiarly knowa as the Pirate,” 
and now christened the Columbia, has been 


launched from the Cramps’ Shipyard at Phil- 


adelphia. It is the highest type of its class 
that has yet been constructed in the world, 
and it is a matter for national pride that in all 
its parts it isof domestic manufacture—a 
condition which is stipulated in the orivinal 
contract which was awarded the Cramps Oct. 
4, 1890. It was designed with two objects in 
view, speed and coal-carrying capatity. The 
contract calls for 22 knots per hour in its 
trial trips and an average of 21 knots on the 
open sea, and for every quarter knot over the 


number specified the contractors will receive 


a premium over the contract price af; $50,000. 
The Cramps, it is stated, are confident it 
can make 24 knots per hour, and that it can 
easily beat any of the ocean liners. In addi- 
tion to this great speed the | Colum- 
bia will have a _ coal-carrying ca- 
pacity of 2,000 tons, which at the 
rate of ten knots per hour would allow it to 
remain out of port 109 days with a radius of 
action of 26,240 miles. In a word, it can go 
nearly around the world without reécoaling. 

The Columbia will be capable of 20,550 
horse-power. It will have three triple ex- 
pansion engines, cach working a separate 
screw on either side of the rudder and one 
above it, and ten boilers carrying a pressure 
of 160 pounds. The vital portions of the ves- 
sel are to be protected by four inch armor. 
It will have no big guns. The 
0 7 appropriation bill describes it 

the 7,300-ton three-screw commerce de 
be For this purpose it will have an 
eight-inch gun as a bow-chaser, which will 
play havoc with merchantmen. | Its other 
armament will comprise four six- in¢h breech- 
loading rifles, eight four inch breech-loading 
rifles, twelve rapid-firing six- pounders, six 
rapid · firing one-pounders, two machine guns, 
one field gun, and six torpedo tubes. Thus 
in reality it is designed for three purposes— 
great speed, unusual coal-ecarrying | Capacity, 
and rapid firing.

THE DISCIPLE OF PROF. SUMNER, THE

Mr. Washington Hesing says in his inter- 
view that “his father is a Henry Clay protec- 
tionist, and explains how it came abdcut that 
he did not follow in his father’s footsteps on 
the tariff question. It appears that he was 
converted when he was a stulent by Prof. 
Sumner of Yale, the college where he gradu- 
ated, and became the ardent disciple of that 
ultra free trader, who advocates the adoption 
in this country of the British system—no pro- 
tection and a tariff for revenue only. But Mr. 
Washington Hesing has not preached that 
doctrine very much in the Staats Zeitung, 
which he edits.

NO ISSUE ON THE SCHOOL QUESTION. 

Mr. Washington Hesing told ex-President 
Cleveland in New York that 25,000 Republican 
Protection German Lutherans would vote for 
him this fall in Illinois. Being asked by Tux 
Trisungz to produce his authority therefor, 
he admits that he had none, but he endeavors 
to switch the contention overto Judge Alt- 
geld, and says, the German Lutherans have 
„ by a national pronunciamento, as I might 
“term it, declared in favor of Altgeld for 
„Governor.“ Some German Lutherans will 
probably vote for him because he is of Ger- 
man birth. But Gov. Pfeifer is of German 
extraction. While Altgeld is an ultra free 
trader, however, Pfeifer is a protectionist. As 
the mass of the German Lutherans believe in 
protection their votes, other things being 
equal, naturally will go to Pfeifer rather than 
to Altgeld. 

There is no State and Church question at 
issue to make the Lutheran voters prefer one 
candidate to the other. There is no issue on 
the parochial school question, although 
Democratic partisan demagogues are seeking 
to make one. Gov. Fifer's position on the 
schoo! question is the same as that of the Re- 
publican party, and both are as friendly and 
as favorable to the Lutherans and other Ger- 
mans as Altgeld and the Democrats are and 
will do as much for them. Where there is no 
difference of opinion ona question an issue 
cannot be made even by the most desperate 
partisan editor or vote seeker. 

Nor is Altgeld a Lutheran. He is merely a 
demagogue, endeavoring to utilize his German 
name to catch Republican German votes for 
Cleveland and free trade.

Although 
the story is unofficial it has every evidence of 
probability in its favor. It was the natural 
thing for Bismarck to have done under the 
circumstances, and the rage of the Emperor 
comports with his extraordinary conduct on 
many other recent occasions. 


Rzrerrine to the retaliation legislation 
passed by Congress against the Canadians, 
which places a duty upon the tonnage of 
Canadian vessels passing through the Sault 
Ste.

The difficulties and dangers which have made

three weeks will, however, be only hidden away, 
and the fears for the future will in reality be quite 
as strong as ever. Under these circumstances we 
cannot help believing that it will be wise for the 
powers toendeavor to find seme point of agree- 
ment. Me do not suggest that they should neces- 
~sarily determine ape a cut and dried scheme for 
the settlement of the Empire of Morocco ; but they 
might. at any rate, agree upon what should be 
done in the event of its becoming necessary to 
land marines at Tangier. If marines had been 
landed last week without any such agree- 
ment, there would have been very grave danger 
of international complications. That this is so 
ean be seen by a glance at the facts. France and 
England might perhaps have agreed to concerted 
Joint action on the spur of the moment, for their 
paval commanders are to some extent accus- 
tomed to such eventualities. 
It must be remembered, however, that Spain 
and Italy certainly, and very probably Germany 
and Austria, would also have exerted the right of 


intervention, and that the town of Tangier would 


have been simultaneously occupied by four cr five 
detachments.

CESSION OF PEARL HARBOR, 


Hawaiian Natives Fearful That It Will Re- 


sult in Annexation—Cabinet Crisis. 

Saw Francisco, Cal., July 27.—Advices re- 
ceived from Honolulu today under date of 
July 20 say: 

A mass meeting of Fabayans at Queen’s 
Armory July 13 was addressed by R. W. 
Wilcox on the subject of the cession of. Pearl 
Harbor to the United States. Wilcox took 
the ground that to cede the harbor to America 
would establish Hawaiian independence, and 
he labored to remove the apprehension of 
evil which he said native Hawaiians feared 
might follow the cession of the territory. 


A committee had been talked of to be ap- 


8 by the Legislature as envoys to 
fashington to discuss the feasibility of the 
establishment of a naval station at Pearl 
City. He wished to reassure Hawaiians that 
the committee had no power to give away 
any part of Hawaii. If America took Pearl 
City millions of dollars would come to the 
islands. It would mean an improvement in 
civilization and a foreign land to be opened 
to Hawaiians...

DECLARE THE TELEGRAM A FORGERY 
Is Also Said the Document Was 
Stolen from a Russian Officer. 

Sr. Pererssure, July 27.—The Journal de 
St. Petersbourg today declares that the tele- 
gram recently printed in the Svoboda of Sofia, 
which, it is alleged, was sent to the Russian 
Minister at Bucharest by the 
chief of the Asiatic Department 
at St. Petersburg under date of Aug. 10, 1887, 
was a forgery. The telegram said the Czar's 
government had finally determined to con- 
sider Prince Ferdinand a usurper, stand- 
ing beyond the pale of all laws, and 
all acts directed towards his removal were 
there fore justifiable and innocent. The al- 
leged telegram concludes: 

I beg you to assist in a confidential way all per- 
sons who are ready to take an active share in 
Prince Ferdinand's removal. 

The Svet says the honor of Emperor Will- 
iam demands that the German Minister to 
Bulgaria, who bas charge of the Russian in- 
terests in that country, should defend the in- 
nocent persons who have been convicted and 
condemned through this forgery. 

Bertin, July 27.—A Bulgarian obtained the 
documents now appearing in the Svoboda of 
Sofia from Dragoman Jacobson of tne Rus- 
sian Embassy at Bucharest, who had been in- 
trusted with a number of shady missions. 
Jacobson recently disagreed with the Minister 
on money matters, and fied from Bucharest 
with a bundle of important embassy docu- 
ments. 

Soria, July 27.—The four conspiraturs, Mil- 
aroff, Popoff, Ghorghieff, and Karaguloff, 
who were revently tried by court martial on 
charges of being implicated in a plot against 
the lives of Prince Ferdinand of Bulgaria and 
his Prime Minister, M. Stambuloff, were ex- 
ecuted in this city at 5 o’clock this morning. 
A number of other persons who were tried 
with the four executed today have been sen- 
tenced to various terms of imprisonment.

‘NEW OCEAN RECORD. 


CITY OF PARIS SRTS A NEW PACE 
ron ATLANTIC LINERS. 


Thirty-three. Minutes Chipped Off the 
Time Made by the Majestic Last Year 
~The Greatest Day’s Run and the Best 
Average Ocean Time Ever Made—How 
the Trips of Each Compare—Chauncey 
M. Depew Off for Europe—News of the 
Metropolis. 

Nuw York, July 7.—] Special. — The City 
of Paris of the Inman line smashed all ocean 
records between this port and England by ar- 
riving here this morning in five days fifteen 
hours and fifty-eight minutes. The best pre- 
vious record was five days sixteen hours and 
thirty-one minutes and was made by the Ma- 
jestic of the White Star line in August, 1891. 
On this trip on two different days the City of 
Paris also broke the best record for the great- 
est number of miles traveled in one 
day. On July 24 it speeded 
519 miles and on the 26th 
520 miles. Up to those days the Teutonic 
held the record for the best day’s work with 
517 miles, which distance was covered in 
August last year. The record was broken by 
38 minutes, | 

It was around midnight when the lookout 
on Fire Island who reports inward bound ves- 
sels sighted the City of Paris. At precisely 
1:02 o’clock the Inman liner came hurrying 
by the Sandy Hook lightship and a few min- 
uets luter had arrived at Quarantine, where it 
dropped anchor just north of the Narrows 
and waited for Dr. Jenkins to bring aboard a 
clean biil of health; Daylight and the doctor 
came and the big greyhound swung around 
from anchotage and passed up to the wharf. 

A transcript from the log was proudly sent 
by the officers up to the Inman line office in 
Lower Broadway, where a clerk busied him- 
self during the early morning in showing it to 
visitors who expressed a desire to see it. It 
told the fact that the City of Paris left Dunt’s 
rock lightship at 2:04 o’clock, Greenwich 
mean time, on the/afterncon of July 21, and 
between that hour and 1 o’ciock this morning 
had traveled 2,785 miles. The day’s runs were 
478, 501, 519, 504, 520, and 263 to Sandy Hook. 
On the 22d, favored by light, variable breezes 
and a smooth sea, it scored 478 miles. Next 
day the breeze was soft and came from the 
south. It did not bother the City of Paris, 
though, for whea the log was posted that day 
it was credited with 501 miles. 

On the 24th the winds were of moderate 
strength and the engineer whooped things up 
in the fire-room and 519 miles and a new 
world’s record were made in the twenty-four 
hours which ended that day. Fog disappoint- 
ed every one aboard on the 25th, and for five 
hours lacking fifteen minutes it was necessary 
to slowdown and proceed cautiously. Not- 
withstanding that and not at all discouraged 
504 miles were mae, and on the day follow- 
ing, with fair weather, the vessel spurted and 
outdid its own record by doing 520 miles. 

The average speed of the City of Paris was 
20.47 knots an hour, a shade better than the 
previous best on record. Hitherto the Ma- 
jestic has held the record, 20.41 knots an hour. 
Say, said a smiling official of the White 
Star line this morning, “if it had not been 
for that fog Capt. Watkins thinks he would 
have lowered her record to 5 days and 12 


hours.“ a 
The following table of record-breaking per- 


formances is interesting: 
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* Largest previous daily run was 617. 

The fleet City of Paris is a sister ship to the 
City of New York and is one of the largest 
which cross the Atlantic ferry. It will be re- 
membered that ina short time it will be flying 
the American flag, having been purchased by 
an American company under a special 
act of Congress, which provides that 
two other vessels of equal speed and 
size must be constructed in this country. 
Work upon them will probably be started by 
the Cramps of Philadelphia in September. 

On the present trip the City of Paris car- 
ried 250 first cabin, 150 secund cabin, and 
450 steerage passengers. On board was a 
big crowd of European tourists. J. De 
Wolf Hopper was one of the returning 
passengers. X. A. Zimmerman, the young 
American who has been winaing so many 
honors in England as a bicycle rider and 
breaking all the records there, to the aston- 
ishment of the Englishmen, also returned. 
Among others were Abram S. and Mrs. Hew- 
itt, Miss Hewitt, the Hon. and Mrs. L. W. 
Hall, Miss Ellen Hali, Maj. Carpenter, and J. 
F. Carpenter. 


PACIFIC COAST RATES CUT. 


Railroads Are Shut Out by the War of the 
Steamship Companies. 

New York, July 27.—/ Special. |—Now is the 
time to ship goods to the Pacific coast. The 
poorest man in New York can afford to doa 
limited amount of it at 30 cents a hundred 
pounds. Probably never before have rates 
been reduced in this fashion, and the volume of 
tonnage moving is two or three times as great 
as usual. There is great alarm among the 
transcontinental railroads, for they are not 
getting any of the lower class or 
heavy freight except what has to be 
delivered within a limited period. The steam- 
ship companies engaged in the New York and 
San Francisco trade are engaged in a war of 
rates that has taken the breath away from 
the railroads, and probably their busi- 
ness will be démoralized for a year 
to come. The transcontinental railrvads 
have to pay the trunk lines nearly 30 cents a 
hundred as their share of the haul from New 
York to San Franciseo. The trunk lines will 
not takea cent less. Besides the Western 
roads must have an allowance for the haul 
to the Missouri River. The regular 
first class rates, New York to San Francisco, 
are, first to fifth class respectively, $4,20, $3.70, 
$3.95, $2.30, and $2; A to , 8 
$1.80, $1.45 51.30, and $1.20. Thus the 
lowest commodity rate by rail is four 
times the ruling rate by steamship on coarse 
freicht, such as iron, products, and bulky 
materials, Not even the Southern Pacific, 
with the Morgan line to New Orleans, can 
make any show against the 30-cent rate of the 
through steamship lines.

SIXTEEN DIED IN GOTHAM, 


And Yesterday the Heat Was Not So Great 
as the Day Before. 

New York, July 27.—| Special. — There was 
a slight change for the better in the tempera- 
ture today, and the heat was not as intense as 
that of the day previous. The highest figure 
reached by the thermometer on Broad was 96, 
while at the Equitable Building it registered 
at the same time 92 degrees. The mean tem- 
perature for the day was a little over 85. 
Today was, however, the hottest July 27 in 
ten years, and there is only one other in- 
stance of the mereury reaching 92 degrees 
on that date since 1871. This was July 27, 
1882, when at the same hour, 4 o’clock in the 
afternoon, it registered 92 degrees at the 
Weather Bureau. 

The heat was much more endurable today 
than Tuesday on account of the much smaller 
percentage of humidity, the average being 
only 40 percent. This is the lowest average 
humidity attained this month. There was 
also a light southerly breeze blowing, which 
tempered the air to those whose good fortune 
it was todwell in high places. But in the 
streets and the first floors of houses the fierce 
radiation and the absenve of ventilation made 
a difference of at least five degrees. 

There was not the amount of suffering as on 
the day previous, and the roll of deaths and

y nightfall the sky became overcast and a 
gray heat mist hung over the town. At 8 
o’clock every symptom of breeze had died 
away and night opened close and stuffy.

Charies Reilly, who was convicted of mur- 
der in the second degree last Thursday for 
killing James Kelly in Alcott’s woodyard on 
June 12, 1891, was sentenced to life imprison- 
ment today by Recorder Smyth in Part 1 of 
the Court of General Sessions.

On the day of 
the killing Reilly entered the woodyard where 
the men were on a strike, and because of Kel- 
ly’s refusal to quit work struck him on the 
head with a club, fracturing his skull.

The Rio Grande revolutionists have 
split with the Federals, who are divided among 
themselves, Silevira Martin and Tavaors 
have been denounced by the party and a num- 
ber of prominent Federals have retired into a 
state of inactivity. The Provincial Congress 
has been convened, but as yet there has been 
no quorum, Casemira Garcia has arrived at 
Artigas for the purpose of consulting with the 
leaders of the Federal party. 

Seventy-five thousand of the Rio Grande 
revolutionists are in hiding on the frontier. 
News from Rio Grande has been received to 
the effect that a number of Uruguayans have 
been beheaded by the Brazilian troops, prob- 
ably for participating in the revolution. 

Advices from Buenos Ayres are to the effect 
that it is not probable that Congress will meet 
again before the end of this year, when the 
new President will be ready to present his 
program. It is said the result of the in- 
quiry into the loss of the Rosales so far con- 
demns Capt. Tue ves for abandoning his ship.

NEARLY EIGHT INCHES OF RAIN 
IN TWENTY-FOUR HOURS, 


The Cloudburst Extended Over an, Area 
Thirty Miles in Diameter with Minne- 
apolis as the Center—Ralilroads Badly 
Crippled by Washouts—A Cyclone De- 
stroys Several Buildings — Visitors at 
Lake Minnetonka Frightened by the 
Lightning and Thunder, 0 

Sr. Paur., Minn., July 7.— [Special.] —A 
cyclone passed over the west part of this 
county last evening, destroying the large barn 
of James Bell, shattering his residence, and 
demolishing a new church near by. The resi- 
dence and outbuildings of A. W. Dawson 
were entirely destroyed, but the family found 
satety in the cellar. The residence of P. 
Pflifer was destroyed. 

Last night occurred one of the hardest rain- 
storms that has ever visited St. Paul, and its 
track is covered with ruin and destruction. 
The damage will amount to thousands of 
dollars. The storm was evidently more off a 
cloudburst than anything else, as witness its 
remarkable severity and the small radius of 
country covered by it. The signal service re- 
ports that the rainfall from 7 o’clock last 
night to 7 o’clock this morning was 4.90 inches, 
a fall which has not been exceeded for years. A 
two and even one inch rainfall is considered 
heavy when occurring inside of twenty-four 
hours, yet the great bulk of water last night 
was precipitated inside of six hours. 

Reports received at the signal service office 


80 far are scanty but show that the entire area 


covered by the storm was not more than thirty 
miles in diameter, with St. Paul as the center. 
Reports have been received from the West and 
North and show that at Duluth a mere sprinkle 
prevailed. At Huron and Moorhead there was 
no rain at all. At St. James a gentle ram was 
reported. At Worthington no rain at all fell 
after 7 o' clock. At Laverne and Sioux City 
there were only a few drops of rain. 

It extended as far east as Knapp, Wis., but 
did not reach La Crosse. In fact it was pure- 
ly a local storm and at uo place thirty miles 
away from St. Paul did the precipitation ex- 
ceed one inch and in but very few did it reach 
that amount. The roadbeds suffered the 
greater part of the damage. Hardly a road 
runnipg into St. Paul but was affected with 
more or less severity. Not an electric car 


was running in St. Paul today owing to wash- } 


outs and landslides. The City Engineer esti-

Eight Inches of Rain at Minneapolis. 

In Minneapolis the rainfail was the heaviest 
in the history of the signal service office and 
one of the heaviest ever known in our part of 
the United States. From4p. m. yesterday, 
when a slight sprinkle began, up to 7 o’clock 
this morning there was a fall of 6.67 inches of 
water. For the twenty-four hours from 4 a. 
m. yesterday to 4 a, m. today the fall was 7.80 
inches. 

The storm almost paralyzed the 
railroads. The Omaha’s Northwestern limited, 
due at 8:05 o’clack, was the first train from 
Chicago this fofenoon. It arrived two hours 
late. The Soo’s Boston express, due at 6:45, 
was the only through train in on time. The 
Burli n’s Chicago “ flyer, due at 8:15, was 
booked two hours late, but at noon was still 
loitermg on the way. The wires along the 
Chicago, Great Western, and Wisconsin Cen- 
tral are down, consequently no tidings of 
trains could be learned. The trains on 
lines are delayed indefinitely. 

The St. Louis road was on time and the 
Omaha’s Western trains were fron five 
to twelve hours late. The Duluth wires 
are down. Its trains are stalled at 
White Bear Lake. The Northern Pacific 
trains were a few hours late and the 
Milwaukee didn’t pretend to run on time. 
The Great Northern did fairly well and trains 
arrived pretty nearly ontime. The cause of 
all the delays was summed up by Supt. N. V. 
Dougan of the Union Depot in dne word: 
** Washouts.”’ 

A Deluge at Lake Minnetonka. 

Last night’s storm at Lake Minnetonka was 
the worst on record. For hours the rain fell 
in a regular deluge and it is estimated that 
fully eight inches of aqua pura descended, 
this being the greatest bainfall ever recorded 
during one storm on the lake. Fortunately 
there were no lives lost, at least 
so far as reported up to noon to 
day, the damage bemg confined. to the 
cottages, several of which suffered from wash- 
outs, and in some instances the embankments 
were washed away for several feet. Consider- 
able alarm was felt by the summer residents 
on the lake and the tourists, especially as the 
clashes of lightning were exceptionally fierce 
and vivid and most people breathed easier 
when the fury of the storm abated. 

Following are reports received from towns 
in Western Wisconsin: 

Hupson—Trains on the Omaha road at 
various points were held by washouts and 
unable to get away until this morning. Re- 
ports this morning from the county show that 
the storm was widespread. Grain has been 
twisted and battered down to the ground and 
in many places lies under water. ‘Lhe loss in 
St. Croix County alone will probably be from 
$30,000 to $50,000. 

‘TREMPEALEAU—Four days of excessive heat 
with the mercury hovering near 100 were fol- 
lowed last night and this morning by heavy 
thunder-storms. Wind laid growing cro 
level. Lightning struck the house of L. E. 
Ladd this morning, but no one was injured. 

Downinea—Twelve hours’ rain last night 
flooded everything. Ihe east end of the vil- 
lage is under water. Two Wisconsin Central 
traihs are laid up here. The bridge of Tif- 
fany Creek and a half mile of grade are gone. 
There is also 500 feet of washout on Beaver 
Creek, half a mile east. The water is still 
rising. There is immense damage to crops 
in this valley. 

River Farrs—A series of heavy showers 
passed over this section last night, accom- 
panied with strong wind and hail, prostrating 
all kinds of grain; .even corn is broken down. 
The damage to crops 1s serious. The Kin- 
nickinnick 1s out of its banks, carrying away 
many wagon bridges above this city. The 
dams and bridges in this city are safe. 

Hammonp—A heavy storm of thynder, 
lightning. rain, and hail prevailed here for 
twelve hours. Crops are damaged greatly. 

A ROUNDHOUSE FLOODED, 
Damage at Sioux City Caused by Backed 
Rain Water. 

Sioux Crry, Ia., July 27.—[Special.|—A 
street embankment gave way tonight before a 
great volume of water gathered back of it 
from rains, and caused the water to flood the 
thirty-stall roundhouse of the Chicago, St. 
Paul, Minneapolis and Omaha company, cov- 
ering the floors with mud,and doing fully 
$15,000 damage to buildings, machinery, and 
stores. The oil in three cisterns under the 
storehouse was flooded up and carried away. 
The same company’s track and that of the 
Illinois Central were washed out for a distance 
of 800 feet north of this city, and all trains 
are delayed. Fully $10,000 damage was done 
to streets in the city. Lightning struck 
in a dozen places in the city, but did not d 
much damage. . 

Mrs. H.-G. Ford was struck by lightning 
and dangerously injured.

HANGS 


BY A THREAD. 


ONLY HOPE FOR ANTI-OPTIONS IS 
THE WORLD’S FAIR. 


The Senate Anxious to Adjourn as Soon as 
the House Finishes Consideration of the 
Sundry Civil Bill—If This Hangs On 
the Washburn Bill May Have to Be 
Considered—The Senate Passes a Measure 
Providing for a National Highway Com- 
mission, 

Wasurinetox, D. C., July 27.—[Special. ]— 
Anti-option legislation hangs bya World’s 
Fair thread. If the dilatory tactics in the 
House against the Fair fail and the Sundry 
Civil bill is acted on, the Senate will jump at 
the chance of adjourning without passing the 
Anti-Option bill, but if the filibustering in 
the House goes on for a week or more, the 
opponents of anti-option legislation in the 
Senate will find the absence of a quorum 
about the only excuse they can offer for stand- 
ing off a vote. 

Mr. Washburn late this afternoon put outa 
feeler by blandly suggesting that he would 
like unanimous consent to set a time for vot- 


Mr., White of Louisiana quickly objected, so 
the bill is no nearer a vote than it was yester- 
day. | | 

Mr. Wolcott’s motion to refer the bill to the 
Fair committee was the reguiar order today. 
It was not pressed, because its supporte rs 
knew that if they sought a vote the resolution 
would be tabled. 

The news that the House had agreed to the 
World’s Fair amendments filled them with 
hope, for they thought this meant au 
adjournment not later than Mon- 
day, with the certainty of the bill failing. 
When the purpose of the enemies of the Fair 
in the House to filibuster was made known 
they were a little discouraged. They feared a 
tangle which might keep Congress in session 
a fortnight longer, but they proposed to leave 
a general guard in town to talk against the 
bill, no matter how long tne session lasts. 

The speechmaking today was by Senators 
Coke, Mitchell, and Palmer. Mr. Coke 
favored the general idea of legislation against 
dealing in options, but believed that the 
Hatch-Washburn bill would not prevent this, 
while it would interfere with legitimate busi- 
ness. He though the substitute reported by 
Mr. George would meet the evil. 

Mr. Mitchell, as the only member of the 
Judiciary committee who had been in favor 
of indorsing the House bill, spoke in advocacy 
of it. He believed in its effectiveness, also in 
its constitutionality. 

Mr. Palmer — a pretty strong speech 
against the whole scheme of legislation in- 
volved in the bill. He thought it a delusion, 
which would bring no relief to the farmer. 
He intimated that it was protection under an- 
other form. His main objection, however, 
was that the bill invaded the police powers of 
the State. 


NATIONAL HIGHWAY COMMISSION. 


A Bill Providing for Such a Body Passes 
the Senate—Other Business, 

Wasuineton, D. C., July 27.— An interest- 
ing development took place in the Senate to- 
day between Senator Hiscock of New Lork 
and Senator Blackburn of Kentucky. The or- 
igin of it was a bill introduced early in the 
session by the Kentucky Senator au- 
thorizing the construction of a 
bridge across the Hudson River at New 
York City. That bili has been opposed at 
all its stages by all the Senators, and when it 
was taken from the calendar today by a ma- 
jority of eight, in spite of the efforts 
of Mr, Hiscock, that Senator made 
some satirical remarks about the ap- 
_propriateness of a Senator from Kentucky

tors from New Jersey and one of the Senators 
from New York were absent. Mr. Blackburn 
defended his course, asserti that Senator 
Hill and one of the New Jersey Senators 
were in favor of the bill, and intimating that 
if the State of New York should need the ser- 
vices of Mr. Hiscock it would have to hurry 
up becaube that gentleman would soon 
cease to hold aseat in the Senate. Hiscock, 
after an expression of regret that such a 
feeling found lodgement in Blackburn’s 
mind, carried his point by holding the 
floor until tne morning hour expired, when 
the bill to which he was opposed took its 
place again on the calendar. 

Three speechies were made today on the 
Anti-Option bill. 3 

For some weeks past numerous petitions 
have been presented in the Senate and re- 
ferred to the Committee on Foreign Rela- 
tions, in reference to the imprisonment in 
Engiand of Dr. Thomas Gailagher. Today 
Mr. Sherman, Chairman of that committee, 
remarked that the committee did not know 
what the legislative department of the govern- 
ment had to do with the question. 

On motion of Mr. Cullom Senate bill to 
create a National Highway Commission and 
to prescribe its duties was taken from the 
calendar and passed. The commission 
is to be created for the purpose 
of a general inquiry into the condition of 
highways throughout the United States and 
the means for their improvement, especially 
as to the best method of securing a proper 
exhihit at the World’s Columbian Exposition 
of improved appliances for roadmaking. 

Senate bill to facilitate the enforcement of 
the immigration and contract labor laws of 
the United States was taken up and passed. 

After a short executive session the Senate 
adjourned.

When the steamer arrived off the Park Founder 
Bradly came off in a big surf boat and welcomed 
the modest wheelmen on behalf of the 5.000 
people gathered on the beach te greet him. In 
speaking of his experiences in England 
Zimmerman said he was delighted with his: trip. 
He did poorly at first, he explained, owing to the 
climate. He regards American wheelmen as 
superior to the English racing men and 
thinks there are plenty of 
riders here who could knock the tar 
of the fast ones on the other side.

With the disappearance of the police 
the ticket sellers appeared and the usual price of 
admission wes charged. Twenty-three books were 
on the line ready to lay the odds. No attempt 
was made to open the foreign book. 

A card of six good races was offered, and with 
the old cries of the bookies and the plaudits of 
the grandstand in the close finishes in nearly 
every event the scenes resembled those of last 
summer, when there was nojattempt at police in- 
terference. 

Tbe feature of the day was the eelling stake race, 
which was taken by Uncertainty by a short neck 


from Ella Shipman, who as usual was slow in 


moving at the start. Julius Sax made the run- 
ning to the first quarter, where he fell back, and 
Uncertainty taking the van led the field into the 
stretch. Under Juison’s hard drive Ella Shipman 
came fast and almost nipped the ex-Guttenberg 
trick on the post“ Julius Sax was a good third. 
The winner’s price was 5 to 1 and the value of the 
stake was $1,340 net. Uncertainty was run up to 
$1,105, an advance of $505 over the entered price.

GARFIELD PARK GOT A RESPITE, 


on Washburne Feared a Damage Suit 


and Wrete a Letter. 


Garfield Park was given a respite yesterday 
morning by the following letter from Mayor 
Washburne to Chief McClaughry : 

Mayor's Orrtce, Cuicaco, July 27.—Maj. R. W. 
S General Superintendent Police, City- 
Dear sir: Owing to the mandamus proceedings in 
the Garfield race track litigation ponding before 
Judge McConnell. which will be heard tomorrow, the 
uncertainty as to the legal status «of the racetrack 
ordinance passed last Monday night and the possi- 
bility of personal liability to be defended at 
my own cost after my retirement from office 
in the event that our action should be decided to be 
not legally justified, and owing to the fact that the 
question will be settled in court immediately upon 
the hearing of the mandamus proceedings men- 
tioned, I deem it advisable to neither otticially per- 
mit nor interfere with the Garfield iacing Associa- 
tion for twenty-four or forty-eight hours, shal! be 
able definitely to indicate my attitude in this matter 
the end ofthis week. Yours very truly, 

HEMPSTEAD WassBURNE, Mayor. 

Inspector Lewis was ordered by the Chief to see 
that only foreign pool-selling was stopped at Gar- 


field Park. 

The Mayor's change of mind was brought 
about after a conference with a Garfield Park 
representative. It was represented to him that in 
case the mandamus was decided against the city 
damage suits would be begun against the 
Mayor personally. Then, too, it was represented 
that the mandamus proceedings would settle the 
controversey, and, considering that two days of 
racing could work but little evil, the Mayor con- 
sented to call the Chief off the game. 

The legal points involved are tnese: If the 
club wins in its mandamus suit the court’s de- 
cision will take from the Mayor discretion in 
granting licenses, and will Wake the old ordi- 
pances cover much of the same ground as the 
Powers measure. In that case the Mayor will 
probably sigh the latter, since it increases the 
revenue to the city from au month to $100 a 
day. If the club loses the suit, discretion in 
granting permits will be confirmed in the Mayor's 
hands, and he will hesitate long before signing 
the new ordinance that will rob him of an im- 
postene prerogative and à veto will doybtless 
ollow. 

Judge McConnell, before whom the Garfield 
Park mandamus case wasto have been tried 
today. is sick at Kenosha. The clutts attorney, 
Mr. Knight, yesterday. asked Judge Baker to 
hear the case today. Hedeclined unless Co 
ration Counsel Miller agreed, and as Mr. Miller 
was gathering air on the lake the matter went 
over until 10 o clock this morning.

Testimony Taken Yesterday in the Arnold 
School Investigation—What Pupils Say. 
The investigation into the action of Mrs 

Braddie Bradford, principal of the Arnpld 

School, was continued yesterday in the cm- 

mittee-room of the Board of Education. Judge 

Prendergast appeared as counsel for the 

prosecution and Attorney Johnson for the 


teacher. 

C. F. Class, a druggist near the ‘Arnold 
School, said Mrs. Bradford beat and mal- 
treated children in the worst way. He said 
she threw one of his boys 12 years old down- 
stairs because he didn’t march in line. He 
also declared that she asked one of his daugh- 
ters, a girl of 23 years, te have him sell some of 
her husband’s patent medicines. 

May McCormick,. No. 133 Fremont street, 

was a pupil at the Arnold School three years 
ago. 
I have seen Mrs. Bradford strike boys with 
her fist and with a slate.“ she said. 1 knew 
of her sending Frank Straessle to the dun- 
geon. She was pulling Jennie Straessle 
around one day when he fell down and hit his 
head against my desk. He got up and ran ana 
she chased him around the halls. She sent 
his books home by ‘a policeman. I know of 
her writing letters to children’s parents recom- 
mending her husband’s patent medicines.’’ 

Frank Straessle told of being locked im the 
dungeon by Mrs. Bradford. 
that Mrs. Bradford had struck him, after 
which he was sick for a week. Mrs. Bradford 
sold bluing to his mother and tried to sell a 
preparation to be put into starch. He had 
seen Mrs. Bradford strike his brother many 
times, particularly after his mother refused to 
buy starch. 

Janitor Divine of the Arnold school said 
he had frequently scen Mrs. Bradford slap 
aud pinch children. Once or twice a wee 
she used to send children into the basement. 
He had heard Mrs, Bradford had a special 

ocket in her dress for carrying a stick. He 
mad seen her knock down a boy named 
Hennessey. Witness admitted that Mrs. 
Bradford had complained of him to the board 
for keeping a dirty building. 

Frank Tagoff, No. 962 North Halsted street, 
said Mrs. Bradford once bumped his head 
‘against a bookcase so that a large lump was 
raised. Mrs. Catherine Becker, who lives op- 
posite the school, said she bad seen Mrs, 
Bradford repeatedly punch children with her 

st. 

Judge Prendergast then rested the case and 
Attorney Johnson took a hand. 

He read a communication expressing confi- 
dence in Mrs. Bradferd and the belief that the 
prosecution was actuated by personal motives, 
signed, said Mr. Johnson, by business-men in 
that district. Next he offered a like petition 
signed by the parents of about 200 children 
who attend the school. Miss E. M. Fuller of 
the American Half-Orphan Asylum also wrote 
a commendatory letter, which was presented. 

John M. Ahrens, a dry-goods dealer 
near the school, had not heard 
that Mrs. Bradford whipped children. 
Otto Ginter, No. 321 Webster avenue, has had 
six children in the school for seven years, and 
didn’t knowof any principal who could do 
any better than Mrs. Bradford. Mrs. Clark, 
No. 204 Center street, thought Mrs. Bradford 
a good principal. Mrs. Drinkwater, No. 331 
Gartield avenue, said Mrs. Bradford had had 
hard wor to manage the children, and that 
there had been frequent complaints of insub- 
ordination. She thought her a good princi- 
pal. Albert L. Rohde, a Halsted street store- 
keeper, thought Mrs. Bradford was a good 
principal but had a hard time with bad boys,

the most daring bank robberies ever com- 
mitted in the western country occurred in El 
Reno this morning at 10 o’clock, and from the 
system and smoothness by which the robbery 
was committed it is supposed to be the work 
of the notorious Dalton band. At 10 o’clock 
a stranger with a slouch hat pulled don over 
his face entered the bank of El Reno and 
stepping up to the cashier’s wicket engaged 
Mrs. S. W. Sawyer, the only person 
in the bank at the time, in con- 
versation regarding some town prop- 
erty. While thus engaged a second stranger 
entered and going to the rear entered the 
directors’ room, and stepping up to a screen- 
door pushed the latch back, and coming up 
behind Mrs. Sawyer presented a gun to her 
head and told her if she uttered a word of 
alarin he would blow her brains out. 

The situation so frightened her that she 
swooned and fell in the middle of the floor. 
While she was unconscious the robbers hastily 
entered the vavit where the money was lying 
in an open safe, and, packing it in the saddle- 
bags they had with them, hurriedly left by way 
of the front doo: and mounting their horses 
that were standing near the edge of the pave- 
ment rode off at a rapid gait down Rock 
Island avenue and disappeared over the hill 
towards the Canadian River. The work was 
done so swiftly and with such dispatch that 
they were up and away before any alarm was 
sounded, although a hundred men were in hot 
pursuit in less than twenty minutes after the 
robbery was committed. . 
in the vault there w né package of bilis 
amounting to $5,000 another containing 
$2,000, another of $1,000, and smaller pack- 
ages and silver amounting to about $2,000. 
The robbers gutted the bank, even going to 
the daily change drawer and taking out all the 
money there was in that. 

Many Men Early in Pursuit, 

As soon as Mrs. Sawyer regained conscious- 
ness she gave the alarm and in a minute the 
streets were filled with men carrying all kinds 
of tirearms. 
when banking business was dull and very few 
visitors were going to the bank, although the 
streets and stores were filled with teams 
and people, and less than a block 
away a large gang of men were 
at work laying the water-works mains 
and a gung of men were at work on a brick 
block on the opposite side of the street. 

L. W. Sawyer, the President of the bank 
wus absent in Oklahoma City, and the bank 
was left in charge of his wife and a woman 
assistant, and they had just opened the vault 
and were preparing for the day’s business 
when the robbers entered and made away with 
nearly every cent. That it was the work 
of the Dalton band there is little 
doubt, and it is apparent that the 
robbers had. information from some 
one in this city as to how to enter the 
bank, who would be there, how to goin, and 
what direction to take to elude pursuit. One 
of the robbers dropped a forty-five caliber re- 
volver about two blocks from the bank while 
fleeing. 

The Robbers Do Their Work Quietly. 

The men are described by Mrs. Sawyer as be- 
ing intelligent-looking fellows of ordinary

size, wearmg short, stubby beards and good 


clothes, and rode horses that denoted 
speed and endurance. Not a shot 
was fired. They left town in the direc- 
tion of the Wichita reservation, where it is 
believed the Dalton band has a rendezvous 
and for which they always make for after 
committing robberies, Itis down in the 
Granite Mountains in gorges and narrow 
defiles and where it will be an impossibility 
for asmall posse to effect a capture. The 
robbers did not, have over twenty minutes’ 
start, and Deputy United States Marshal 
Madsen with a large posse and Sheriff Shelby 
with his deputies, augmented by fully 200 
citizens on i 

probability is that the robbers will be inter- 
cepted while making an attempt to cross the 
Canadian River, which they are compelled to 
do to reach their rendezvous. 

At 6 p. m. a courier brought the informa- 
tion that the officers ale not a quarter of an 
hour behind the bandits and will surely over- 
take them before midnight. If they are taken 
alive and brought back to El Reno no power 
on earth can save them from the vengeance of 
mob law, as a large number of men are hoid- 
ing themselves in readiness now to take them 
from the officers and mete out swift retribu- 
tion to the notorious band. Mrs. Sawyer 
received such a, severe shock that she is com- 
pletely prostrated and was unable to give 
Tue TrRIsune correspondent any particulars 
of the robbery other than are here given. Mr. 
Sawyer did not arrive home until this evening 
and no reward has yet been announced. The 
bank of El Rend was one of the strongest in- 
stitutions in the Territory and the robbery 
will not affect it in the least. .

DO LOTS-UF WORK. 


The Business Transacted Involves the Ex- 
penditure of $5,000,000 and Not a Dis- 
senting Voice Was Heard During the 
Meeting—Tax Levy for the Ensuing 


Year—Preparing for Active Werk on 
the Channel—Halsted Street Bridge Dis- 
cussion—Municipal Notes, 

Five members, a bare majority of the Drain- 


age Board, transacted a great deal of the 


business of that body yesterday, business in- 
volving the expenditure of at least $5,000, 000. 

members are President Wenter, Bolden- 
weck, Cooley, Russell, and Altpeter. Though 
the business was largely of a financial charac- 


ter, including the levy of the tax for the ensuing 


year, Mr. Eckhart, the Chairman of the Fi- 
nance Committee, did not attend. Nor were 
the reports concerning expenditures signed by 


him. Mr. Boldenweck and Mr. Russell pre- 


gented the reports. 
Mr. Russell moved the passage of an ordi- 


nance levying and assessing the sum of 31, 400, 


000 upon the taxable and real property of the 
district for the year 1892. The ordinance was 


passed —5 yeas, no nays—and the clerk was 


ordered to file a certified copy of the same 
with the County Clerk before the first Tues- 
day in August. 

Mr. Bokdenweck, from the Joint Cgmmittee 
on Engineering and Finance, reported a set- 
jlement with the Western Stone company, 
which, in consideration of the sum of $76,150 
and a lease of six dock frontages aggregating 
1,000 feet upon the main drainage channel, 
when completed conveys to the Sanitary 
District nine tracts of land lying be- 
tween Willow Springs and Lockport, and 
waives the construction and maintenance of a 
bridge over the main channel at Norton’s 

uarry, and releases the district from all 
— to lands belonging to said stone 
company. Of the amount, $50,000 represents 
the value of the land and the balance the dam- 
ages to other property of the company. The 
acreage was not set forth in the order. The 
agreement was unanimously concurred in. 

Then contracts for three’ sections of the 
route were ordered let and bonds approved— 
two sections to Agnew & Co. of Chicago and 
one section to Mason, Hoge & Co. of Louis- 
ville. This was also unanimously agreed to. 

Following this up Mr. Cooley presented a 
report in the form of preambles and orders 
concerning the work on the proposed main 
channel below Willow Springs. The pream- 
ble set forth that contracts had been let for 
this portion of the route, that much of the 
right of way had been obtained, and that it 
was time that the contractors should begin 
preparing for a diversion of the river and pro- 
tection of the work of excavation: after it has 
commenced, and wound up with the follow-

’ \Ordered, That, on or before Aug. 1, the clerk 
notify each contractor in conformity with the 
following: 

L. To actually begin operations on every section 

his contract upon which sufficient right of 
way may be procured within thirty days, or on 
or Before Sept. 1. 

2. That on any section in which there is a possi- 
bility of insufficient right of way on Sept. 1, the 
contractor be notified to hold himself in readiness 
to begin as soon thereafter as suflicient land may 
be actually secured. 

3. That said contractors are expected to execute 
all river diversions and levee building required to 
fully protect their work as rapidly as the condi- 
tions will permit, so as to avoid any risks or delay 
in the subsequent progress of the work.

DEVICE USED BY NORTON BROTH- 
ERS A COMPLETE SUCCESS. 


Their Plant One of the Most Difficult in 
. the City to Make Smokeless, Yet It Is 
Done and Done Perfectly and Easily— 
Steam Jets That Prevent the Very Form- 


ation of Smoke—McAvoy Brewery Peo- 


ple Say the Hawley Furnaces Are a 

Great Success. 

Complaint is sometimes made that only 
those chimneys which are violators of the 
smoke ordinances in the worst degree are 


pointed out for public condemnation, while | 


but little account is given ot plants where 
the smoke nuisance has been practically 
abated. If any company could truthfully ad- 
vanee the excuse that no practical device can 
be found for the prevention of smoke it is 
Norton Bros. Their plant at River and Dock 
streets back to the river is not of the newest 
and most approved pattern, being simply a 
battery of ordinary tubular boilers. Further, 
the steam capacity is rathersmall for the work 
done by this plant and consequently the boiler 
service is crowded beyond its capacity. For 
two years, however, Norton Bros. have had 
a smoke-preventing device in operation which 
actually prevents smoke. While the chimney 
directly 
D. B. Scully building belches forth clouds of 
black smoke and qwners of down-town office 
buildings and manufacturing establishments 
are makmg lame excuses or advancing the 
illogical argument that smoke cannot be 
abated with success, this plant has been a 
standing contradiction to their theories. 

A reporter for Tun ‘1 xrpune visited the plant 
yesterday afternoon, at the suggestion of Gen. 
Sooy-Smith, who has been in conference with 
the Council committee having charge of the 
smoke question. The device in use was in- 
vented by J. W. Cliff, and is one of the steam 
jet variety. It differs materially, however, 
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WITH PREVENTER SHUT OFF. 


from the ordinary system jet device and 
which is of more interest and impor- 
tance, has really demonstrated its ability to 
keep down the smoke from the two furnaces 


in the buildmg. The furnaces themselves are, 


not especially well set as regards convenience, 
but a good quality of Indiana block coal is 
used. The engineers claim, however, that 
cheaper grades of coal and in fact almost any 
kind of fuel ean be used without causing any 
perceptible volume of smoke. 


How the Device Works. 


Right above the doors of the furnace ex- 
tending horizontally across, laid in the brick 
work, is a four-inch gas pipe, one end of 
which turns with an elbow and comes out 
squarely into the 
furnace. In this are five openings through 
the brick work over the fire. Inside of the 
four-inch pine is asmall steam pipe which is 
supplied with live steam. Jets run from this 
to each of the five openings and end in noz- 
zles 1-32 of an inch in diameter. These jets 
are directed down and back to strike the 
bridge wall about five inches below its crest. 
They act exactly as a blow pipe might and 
make combustion complete. The smoke is 
not burned—it is simply not formed. The di- 
rection of the nozzles being downward instead 
of straight back or up the boiler shell is 
not affected by the heat. The jet of steam at 
each opening of course carries in with ita 
considerable volume of air, as it acts as a 
siphon. This air is furnished through the 
free end of the four-inch pipe, and the draught 
into that pipe is quite poticeable. The intro- 
duction of steam furnishesa large amount of 
oxygen to the fire and makes the bridge wall 
intensely hot where the jets are directed. The 
poiler is some distance above fhis point and 
so is not affected by this extraordinary heat. 
All vapors from the fire have to pass under the 
blast from the jets, which drives them against 
the superheated bridge wall. A view through 
the open doors of the furnace shows the ac- 
tion of the device perfectly, as it is exceedingly 
simple, ; 

At 2 o’clock yesterday afternoon W. C. 
Joles, the mechani¢al engineer in charge of 
the Norton works, ordered the steam to be 
turned off from the smoke preventer so that 
an illustration might be given of the workings 
of the plant with and without the device. The 
engine-room is on the dock street side of the 
building back near the river. From it rise 
two stacks, one a sheet-iron affair at the cor- 
ner of the building, and the other a large 
brick chimney surmounting the structure. 
Within a few minutes after the steam was 
turned off the two stacks were surrounded 
with clouds of black smoke which rivaled the 
smoke-clouds whichican be seen daily at the 
top of the Edison stack and surmounting the 
Masonic Temple. The steam was then turned 
on, and within twenty-five seconds the tops of 
the two stacks were clear of everything but 
the lightest wreaths of gray-white smoke. 
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PREVENTER IN OPERATION-——-IWENTY-FIVE SEC- 
ONDS LATER. 


During the entire time of the test the fire- 
men were throwing on green coal. Further 
tests were made by using the preventer on 
one set of turuaces and not on the other. Fur- 
ther trials were also made to show that the 
operation of the device is satisfactory when 
firing is done, as well as between the firing 
periods. In fact a series of experiments were 
carried on for half an hour, which demon- 
strated that the Cliff device in the case of the 
Norton Bros.’ plant isa remarkable success. 
Without some device this firm’s chimneys 
would be among the most obnoxious in the 
city. Gen. Smith was more than pieased 
with the workings of the device and stated

“This agitation in favor of abating the 
smoke nuisance is desirable from an econom- 
ical standpoint, to say nothing about the 
health and happiness of Chicag» citizens and 
the general appearance of the city.“ said Gen. 
Smith. The plant that produces smoke is 
always an expensive One, as not half the 
legitimate number of beat units are obtained 
from the fuel used. Owners of plants can be 
appealed to on the ground of self-interest as 
well as public welfare.” 

Hawley Furnaces Declared Successful. 


A rumor has been circulated recently to the 
effect that the trial of the Hawley furnaces at 
the McAvoy Brewery on the South Side was 
unsatisfactory and that no more devices of 
the kind would be ordered. This is denied 
most emphatically by Austin J, Doyle, Presi- 
dent of the company. One battery of boilers 
at the plant was fitted up some time ago with 
an experimental set of Hawley devices. A 
check was mailed to the Hawley company in 
full vayment fer these devices after the meet- 
ing of the McAvoy directors held yesterday. 
Mr. Doyle advocated the immediate equip- 
ment of the remuining boilers with the devices 
and was supported by the directors unani- 
mously.

Coroner’s Jury in the Merritton Railroad 
Disaster Reaches a Conclusion. 

Merraitron, Ont., July 27.—[Special. |—The 
Coroner’s inquest into the Merritton railroad 
disaster was resumed and concluded this even- 
ing. Conductor Boyle of the express train 
testified that he went on the orders of Opera- 
tor Christie. Although he was two minutes 
late in leaving St. Catharines, his train had 
the mght of way. He had often noticed that 
his watch and the station clocks at both Mer- 
ritton and St. Catharines did not agree. Sta- 
tion Agent Dench at Niagara Falls swore that 
Conductor Peckham complained at starting 
out without an air-brake attachment. He re- 
ported to Mr, Stiff, but received no ‘reply. 
Conductor Peckham said he left Merritton aft- 
er being told by the operator that all was 
right. He objected to taking out the train 
without the engine having air-brake attach- 
mente. Agent Dench said it was & shame, 
while Locomotive Foreman Broughton only 
siniled. 

The jury returned a verdict, after half an 
hour’s deliberation, finding, first, that the de- 
ceased were killed in a collision between two 
trains on the Wielland branch of the Grand 
Trunk railroad July 18; and, further, that the 
authorities of the Grand Trunk railroad are 
culpab'y and criminally negligent in not hav- 
ing attached air-brakes to Train 52, and in the 
usual way allowing excursion trains to be run 
without air-brakes, to the imminent peril of 
human life. 

Further, the jury censured the Grand Trunk 
railroad authorities for permitting such dan- 
gerous discrepancies to exist in the timepieces 
in the several stations whereby this deplorable 
accident was rendered possible. They further 
suggested that the operators should not be 
calied on to discharge any duty except that to 
which they should be compelled to exclusive.

Southern Railway and Steamship Associa- 
tion in Serious Trouble. 
Like the Western Railroad Association the 
Southern Railway and Steamship Association 
appears to be in bad shape. A stormy meet- 
ing has just concluded at Coney Island, N. Y. 
Several lines, particularly the Queen and 
Crescent, East Tennessee, Virginia and Geor 
gia, and the Marietta and Cincinnati, refused 
‘to ratify the annual agreement in regard to 
Southeastern freight rates, and signified their 
determination to withdraw from the associa- 
tion if the articles of agreement were not ma- 
terially modified. The same agreement came 
up for considerat / on at the meeting of the as- 
-gociation last June, and serious differences 
were then found to exist which it was hoped 
would be settled satisfactorily at the Coney 
meeting. It was found, however, that 
the trouble was much more serious than it had 
been supposed; and after a three days’ session 
a satisfactory settlement seems as far off as 
ever. 
The Southern Railway and Steamship Asso- 
ciation embraces all the lines south of the 
Ohio River, east of the Mississippi, ana west 
of the Virginia line. While the association 
d exist without the membership of the dis- 
—.— unes, their refusal to stay with the or- 
would seriously impair its useful- 


ness. 

The stumbling-block in the Jate meeting 
seemed to be the treatment of freights of 
Classes C, D, and F. These classes of freight 
embrace flour aud grain, two articles which 
form an important part of Southeastern ship- 
ments. If the dissenting roads continue in 
their present attitude it may mean a complete 
disruption of. association. In that case 
each r ad would be in a situation requiring it 
to look out solely for itself, and a general 
eateh · aud- grab game among them would prob- 
ably be tne reedlit. If the association should 
hang together without the membership of the 
. discontented roads the latter would be out 
like free rs, seeking every advantage of 
their associ competitors. This would lead 
to endless trouble and probably to ac mplete 
demeralization of freight rates in Southern 
and Southeastern territory.

This 
practice bas given companies considerable trouble | 
and it is believed to exist in no other locality. 

A most remarkable condition of affairs in 
Council Bluffs has just developed through a cir- 
cular signed by a number of Council Bluffs | 
agents and by William Shaw, the Inspector 
there. The circular is addressed to the various 
managers of fire insurance companies, It says 
that sume impatience has been manifested by 
insurance companies on account of the custom 
among prominent business men of Council Bluffs | 
of sweeping their stores with brooms dipped in | 
kerosene. Lhe custom is declared not peculiar | 
to that city but one that has been introduced 
from eastern cities where it has beep followed 
for many years, Special agents Wo have ex- 
amined the practice there, it is stated, after 
careful consideration have decided that little 
extra hazard, if any, is incurred. Several com- 

anies have authorized their agents to increasé 
ines on some of the choice risks, 

The agents signing this circular declare that 
they see less danger in sweeping a room with a 
broom moistened slightly with coal oil than 
there would be in the use of saw-dust, which 
would have to be shipped there and storod in 
guantities in the buildings. It is — | 
that the assured having seen the great convghi- 
ence and advantage of using kerosene on their 
brooms have concluded not to abstain from the 
use of kerosene for such purposes and now insist 
on Raving the privilege indorsed on the policies. | 
The agents, therefore, ask the companies to in- 
struct the Inspector to prepare indorsement slips 
with the necessary restrictions for use whenever 
the same are required. They are satisfied, they 
say, that there are enough companies ready to 
carry these risks at the present status of the 
business and allow the custom to continue. 
They say that they deem this of immediate im- 
portance to the companies doing business in 
Council Bluffs and they ask the managers to 
promptly act in the matter. Managers here are 
astounded at the.request and at the situation it 
reveals. They say that the statement that such a 
custom as sweep ng floors with brooms wet in 
kerosene is practiced in leading cities in the 
United States is utterly absurd, and that they 
would not for a moment countenance such a pro- 
ceeding. This circular of the agents is likely to 
call forth some sharp replies, 

There is Promise ot a war between the busi- 
ness men and the underwriters of Philadelphia 
of quite as much violence and ‘of a great deal 
more importance than the contest which is being 
waged at Louisville. The rates for ordinary 
merchandise have recently been increased 20 per 
cent, and for textile manufacturing establish- 
ments 334% per cent. The Trades League has 

taken up the matter vigorously. Ihe league em- 
braces over 1,000 of the leading business men of 
the city. A committee appointed to investigate 
the subject of insurance has filed a report and 
has just seut out the following circular letter 
to each member of the league: 
“The committee appointed by our board 
to investigate the status of the Philadelphia 
Fire Underwriters’ Association has held numer- 
ous meetings and examined a number of experts 
connected with the fire insurance business, as 
well as manywf the insured. and from their ex- 
amination ascertained tthe Philadelphia Fire 
Underwriters’ Association is not a corporate 
body, and that it apparently has no legal status 
in the community, and, therefore, we believe the 
combination and assuciation of insurance com: 
panies under the above title is illegal. Before 
taking any active measures against it, however, 
the committee feels it advisable to communicate” 
with every member of the Trades League and as 
certain hie ee regarding the matter, and to 

this end we would ask that you kindly respond 
(by return mail) to the following questions: 
Have you been compelled to insert the 
vco-insurance clause in your policies? 
In addition to the co-insurance clause 
have you paid an advance of 20 per cent or more 
for your msurance? Have your buildings and 
contents been rated by the Underwriters’ Associa- 
tion? Name character of your risk (kind of busi- 
ness). What per centage of premium have you 
to pay at present? De you consider your rates of 
insurance excessive? Are you in favor of starting 
a Trades League Insurance Company with at 
least $1,000,000 capital? This being a matter that 
interests every member of the league, and of a 
very important character as well, the committee 
trusts that yon will give it your personal and im- 
mediate attention. The Trades League is not by 
any means op to the instfrance companies 
receiving a liberal return on their investments 
but earnestly protests against the autocratic —— 
evidentiy unwarranted general ali round advance 
of business regardless of the sur 
roundings or class of risks insured. 
One of the chief points of attack will be to hit 
straight at the Underwriters’ Association as an il“ 
legal combination. The committee declares the 
Underwriters’ Association to be an illegal trust 
designed to throttle 1 and it promises 
to fight it on that broad line. It bases this charge 
on, among other things, the following clauses in 
the brokers’ agreement: * First—To maintain 
invariably the rates, rules, and regulations of the 
Philadelphia Fire Underwriters’ Association, and 
the provisions of this agreement. Second—Not 
to accept or place insurance for or with any com- 
pany not a member of the association except 
only in cases where insurance is require 
in excess of the amount which the companies 
members of the association are willing to carry, 
In such cases it is understood and agreed that the 
excess insurance may be placed with companies 
not members of the association, provided the int 
surance is placed in conformity with the rates and 
ruies of the associauon, and astatement is filed 
with the Secretary setting forth the necessity of 
seeking such outside insurance.” The committee 
declares that brokers and agents who refuse to 
sign these agreements were blacklisted and were 
threatened with freezing out of the business, 
Some of them were in that way forced into line 
while others continued to refuse and are 
still out. The league deciares it will 

roceed against the association under the 
[a ws against trusts and combinations. Merchants 
claim that the inspection by the assbdciation is ar- 
bitrary and there is no appeal from the decision, 
Different inspectors, it is said, fix rates and class 
risks in a most unbusiness-like manner.

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It Says William Ganshaw Is “ Not Insane,” 
but When the Clerk Reads the Docu- 
ment Drs. James K. Egbert and C. Lee 
Baum Disagree—The Former Says He 
Signed Out of Sympathy for the Latter, 
Who Has Tonsilitis, Which Would Be 
Aggravated by Confinement. 

The jury in the insanity case of William 
Ganshaw returned a/verdict in Judge Brown’s 
court yesterday morning. This fact in itself 
was not unlooked for, but the subsequent ac- 
tion of two jurors, after the clerk had an- 
nounced the finding of the jury to be **Not 
insane,” was not anticipated. Upon the poll- 
ing of the jury Dr. James K. Ugbert, ex-As- 
sistant Couuty Physician, and Dr. C. Lea 
Baum said that they did not concur in, the 
verdict as announced, Dr. Egbert explained 
that he had signed the verdict out of sympa- 
thy for his brother practitioner, who had been 
suffering from tonsilitis, which was made 
worse by the confinement in the jury-room. 
He thought that if they had not agreed with 
the four jurors they would have been com- 
pelled to remain out all night as directed by 
the court, which would have proven detrt- 
mental to Dr. Baum. 

The case went to the jury about 5:30 Tues- 
day night... Judge Brown stated that if a ver- 
dict was afrived at it should be sealed and 
brought into court in the morning, but should 
the jury disagree they should spend the night 
in the ury-room. The remaining four jurors 
state thet there was a little opposition at first to 
a finding as announced, but this was finally 
overcome and both doctors signed the verdict 
so that by 7 o’clock they were released. They 
claim that they did not notice any extraor- 
dinary symptoms of Dr. Baum’s illness. 

As soon as Dr. Egbert had expressed him- 
self, Ganshaw’s attorney moved that the 
jurors who had impeached the verdict, be 
punished for contempt of court. Judge 
Brown overruled this motion, but entered an 
order requiring the two physicians to further 
explain why they refused to consent to the 
verdict, In view of this state of affairs Judge 
Brown committed Ganshaw to the Detention 
Hospital until Friday morning, when a re- 
hearing of the case will be had, the same as if 
the jury had disagreed. 

The Ganshaw case is a peculiar one. Five 
years ago the defendant was engaged in the 
retail paint and oil business at No. 573 West 
Fifteenth street, and was possessed of prop- 
erty said to be valued at $15,000. He became 
paralyzed on his right side, and has since been 
an invalid. Neurly a year ago Mrs. Ganshaw 
says her husband becanie violent and unman- 
ageable. He heard voices, and became con- 
vinced that domestic affairs were not pro. 
greasing properly. For some time past Gan- 
shaw has resided with his sister, Mrs. Warner.

Immigtation Holding Its Own, 

Immigration more than holds its own this year, 
the arrivals dpring June having been 73,120, 
against 68,317 in the same month last year, 353,961 
for the first halt of 1892, as against $25,307 for the 
first half of 1891, There has been a falling off in 
the arrivals from every country of the United 
Kingdom, the whole number of Irish immigrants 
during the first! six months of the present year 
being only 34.554. Germany has sent a few thou- 
sand more this year than in the same period 
of last year, and the Scandinavians have also been 
somewhat more numerous, but most of the in- 
crease in the grand total is due to the less desira- 
ble races, the Polish contingent having grown 
from 16,422 to 18,297, the Austrian from 17,943 to 
20,127, and the Russian from 26,467 to 37,549. On 
the other hand there is an ebb in the tide from 
Italy, the arrivals from Jan. 1 to June 30, 1892, be- 
ing only 42, 9 against 49,627 in the same months 
of 1891, and during the twelve months ending 
with June this year but 60.944, against 75,143 dur- 
ing the twelve months ending wita June, 1891.—
